Will Oppose Ottawa University 
And Bishop's on February 13tji 

Eighteen contestants turned out yesterday afternoon in the 
Union Ballroom to try out for the four places in the team rep- 
resenting McGill in the Inter-University Debating League. The 
subject under debate was "Resolved that the Veto Power con- 
tributes to the effective working of the United Nations" and 
•each contestant was allowed five minutes in which to put his 
points across.. The successful winners in order of their choice 
by the judges were Isadorc Itoscnfcld, Conrad Shatner, Leonard 
Beaton, and Rolland LaPrairic. . 

The judges for these tryouts were Professor Mallory, economic 
professor at McGill University,' and Ted Hugesscn, veteran de- 
bater who represented McGill in last year's I.U.D.L. Finals 
when McGill was nosed out by St. Patrick's by the narrow margin 
of one quarter of one per cent. 

TWO TEAMS FORMED * 



These four winners will be di- 
vided into two teams, one of which 
will debate February 13 in Ottawa 
with a University of Ottawa team, 
while the other challenges Bishop's 
University in Montreal, In the open- 
ing rounds of the I.U.D.L. Cham- 
pionship. ' 

Isadore Rosenfeld upholding the 
affirmative first refuted many of 
the previously presented arguments 
for the abolition of the veto. He 
pointed out that the true interest of 
the smaller nations lay in the suc- 
cess of the United Nations, and 
that this organization cannot be 
held together without the veto 
power. Justice is relevant, he stated, 
and the rights of minority groups 
must be protected. 
SHATNER TAKES 'YES' STAND 

Conrad Shatner, too, was on the 
affirmative side of the question and 
pointed out that the principle of 
unanimity at present required of 
the Big Five acted as a school of 
mutual understanding and that the 
big responsibility which the veto 
power gave to each one of them 
would make them conscious of the 
important part each must play on 
the International stage. 

Leonard Beaton, likewise sup- 
porting the affirmative, took a 
realistic viewpoint, showing that 
the veto was a necessity in the 
world of today. The only inter- 
nationalists, he said, are the small 
nations, since it requires an inter- 
national law .to protect them. He 
argued that at present the U.N. 
cannot possibly govern the world, 
and that taking away the veto 
power now would be giving it too 
much power too suddenly, and it 
would soon fall to pieces. 

Rolland LaPrairic, the only win- 
ner on the négative side of the 
debate, declared that Man has now 
the opportunity to lay the founda 
tlon for a true peace and that the 
U.N. is man's present hope. He 
•envisioned a powerful industrial- 
ized Russia of the future moving 
on Constantinople, and tying up 
all U.N. action In the Security 
Council by the exercise of her veto.

'The True Glory\Documentary 
Of Allied Invasion Shown at 5 



The Film Society will present a 
documentary film "The True Glory" 
at 5 ojclock this afternoon in Room 
250 of the. Biology Building. 

"The True Glory" was very fav- 
orably reviewed in Time magazine 
when it was first released, shortly 
after the fall of Berlin. Their re- 
viewer calls, it. what moviemakers 
are constantly striving' for but sel- 
dom achieve— « colossal picture. It 
graphically records the' story of the 
world's greatest military campaign 
—the Allied invasion of Europe — 
from Southampton ,to the fall of 
Berlin. Of the combat cameramen 
who shot the film, 32 were killed, 
15 reported missing, and 101 were 
wounded. The picture Is an excel- 
lent tribute to the skill, courage 
and splendid co-ordination of ef- 
fort, of the hundreds of United Na- 
tions cameramen who made it 



One of the, best features of this 
film is the narration which is done 
by what seems like hundreds of 
different commentators from the 
armed forces of many nations. A 
tankman from Brooklyn describes 
his disgust when his tank runs out 
of gas; a Canadian infantryman 
describes the sickening fighting 
around Caen; a Royal Navy Off! 
cer admits his land-sickness when 
his assault craft is trucked cross- 
country to the Rhine. Voice after 
voice presents the infections pecul- 
iar to its owner's native tongue 
and reflects the jargon of his par- 
ticular martial trade. 

Time's reviewer calls "The True 
Glory" the greatest single record 
of the war, equal In quality to an- 
other famous war documentary 
"San Pietro" but much wider in 
scope.

Highlighting a long session last 
evening the students Executive 
Council went on record with the 
decision to afford the opportunity 
of McGlll co-eds to become 'Cheer- 
leaders'. At the last meeting of 
(he SAC, this directive was also 
approved. 

Marcel Joyal, Law 2, was ap- 
pointed chairman of the McGill 
Committee of NFCUS last night at 
the regular meeting of the Stud- 
ents Executive Council. The sug- 
gestion of Joyal's appointment was 
contained in a general report on 
the actions and future plans of the 
local NFCUS body from the retir- 
ing chairman, Clem Beauchamp. 
The report was presented to the 
meeting by Ted Blockley, who was 
also appointed as the Council's rep- 
resentative to the McGlll group. 

It was pointed out that NFCUS 
has Included In their plans an affi- 
liation with the Canadian Univer- 
sity Press, which they founded 
prior to the war, and with the var- 
ious panels of the National Society 
of Student Veterans. These affilia- 
tions are still In the early stages 
of discussion within the NFCUS 
body alone, however. 

The Council continued a discus- 
sion of the coming Charities Drive 
and is seeking a chairman for the 
committee. The Drive is planned 
for sometime in early March. 

Some heated discussion centered 
around the amendments offered to 
the Council by the Student Labor 
Club lor their constitution." The 
meeting % decided to send several 
suggestions to the S.L.C. through 
the Constitution committee. > 

Approval was given to the Red 
and White Revue for the budget 
submitted by Director Gene Jousse. 
The Director outlined tho items of 
expenditure and explained the basis 
of ticket price scales. 

'Dave Townsend reported on the 
Radio Broadcasting Committee 
which has been approved by the 
Board of Governors. The series of 
live broadcasts will get underway 
shortly with the Graduates Society 
indicating some Interest in aiding 
the production with funds.

A heated debate is expected 
Wednesday night when the Model 
Parliament will - convene for its 
third session. It will be held as 
usual ln the Union Ballroom at 
8 p.m. with Prof. Mallory of the 
Department of Economics ln tho 
august role of Mr. SpcakeV. « 

The Progressive Conservative 
Government's resolution, dealing 
with the creation of Crown Com- 
panies, will be introduced by the 
Minister of Reconstruction, Ian H. 
Frascr. The Labour Progressive 
Party will be His Majesty's. Most 
Loyal Opposition at this session, 
and it is understood that they will 
attack not only the Resolution in 
question but the sponsoring party 
as well. 

The P-C's have stated that they 
base their main argument on the 
principle of the supremacy of Par- 
liament as the guardian of the 
people's liberties against the en- 
croachments of the Executive. 
Speaking for the Government will 
be Roy Jackson, Robert Simpson, 
Leonard Beaton, and Prime Min- 
ister William Archer, who will de- 
liver the rebuttal at the end of the 
debate. 

The C.C.F. has declared Us com- 
plete opposltloh-.to the P.C.-resolu- 
tlon. They regard it as a backward 
step in legislation which would al- 
most certainly, have to be replaced 
when a C.C.F. government comes 
to power. 

The Liberals, whose national 
party passed the legislation, attack- 
ed ln the P.C. Bill, will defend the 
Liberal record, not only in passing 
the law in the first place, but in 
modifying it as they have in the 
postwar period. 

The Progressive Conservative 
Cabinet is as follows, with tho 
members in order of seating.

Lake Success: Overriding Rus- 
sian and Polish opposition, the 
United Nations Security Council 
yesterday approved an Americas 
request to put off consideration of 
world-wide arms reduction for two 
weeks.

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News Insurance 

At the Canadian University Press conference 
held in Toronto during the last three days be- 
fore Christmas, student delegates from eighteen 
member papers recognized the significant need 
for a financially secure organization. It was 
agreed by CUP members that a fast national 
interchange of news was of value to them. With 
sucli a service, university students could be 
better informed about the thoughts, actions, and 
activities on most campi in Canada. 

The member papers, previously more con- 
cerned with their own campus affairs, came 
to realize the fact that student problems were 
similar throughout Canadian universities, and 
that mutual benefit could be derived from a 
knowledge of the activities of other campi. 

The cost of the news service established at 
the 1945 conference was more than some mem- 
ber papers could afford, while the administra- 
tive monies of the CUP treasury were insuf- 
ficient for the ambitious program proposed by 
the conference. 

It was up to the 1946 conference to clarify 
and remedy the financial troubles of CUP. 

The smaller papers with a less frequent pub- 
lication schedule made it clear to the conference 
that they were usually unable to carry any off- 
campus material at the present time due to a 
. local increase in student activity and printing 
troubles. 

On the other hand the dailies and bi-wceklies 
wanted and needed the news service afforded by 
this non-profit news agency, along with the 
understanding that the expense incurred by 
the individual paper be held within limitsNsèt 
by its budget. \ 

To make available a news service, limited in 
nature while relatively inexpensive, the Ubyseey, 
proposed a modified system involving the three 
central news bureaux, Manitoba, Toronto, and 
McGill, which were set up under last year's 
news service scheme. Main modification of the 
plan was to set a small yearly fee ptyablc by 
. members to their immediate bureau to cover 
wire costs. ,In effect, the plan was like insur- 
ance: it would protect the individual paper from 
supported by the conference and is now being 
missing a major news break. The plan was 
put into action. 

Today, with student opinion becoming more 
and more aware of the need of national and of 
international co-operation between universities 
and youth in general, the feeling has become 
prevalent that such an organizatiin as CUP 
could become one of the cornerstones of Cana- 
dian unity. 

With problems of vital interest to the future 
of this country and indeed, the whole world, 
confronting students everyday, news of develop- 
ments of every kind which help to form a picture 
of the activities and actions nf the students of 
other Canadian universities have assumed roles 
of great importance in the printing schedules 
o f roost Canadian university publications. —

MADAME DONALDA

Some years ago an expectant audience wailed in 
College Hall at the Royal Victoria College ot Music, 
here in Montreal, to hear the debut of a young Cana- 
dian soprano. The audience 'were not disappointed, 
for (he young singer was Pauline Lightstone', who 
was later to become internationally famous as Ma- 
dame Pauline Donalda. 

A graduate of the College, Madame Donalda won 
'the Strathcona Scholarship, which enabled her to 
continue her training in Europe. Her professional 
name was taken from Sir Donald Smith (later Lord 
Strathcona), the founder of the College. 

Her professional debut was made in Nice in 1804 
in the role of Manon in Massenet's opera of the same 
name. A debut at Covenl Garden followed a few days 
later, and was the beginning of her many triumphs 
there in the roles of Marguerite, Mimi, Carmen, 
Thais and many others. Singing opposite her at Covent 
Garden was the inimitable Caruso. 

From London Madame Donalda went to New 
York for the opening of the Manhattan Opera House 
in 1906, and there she sang for many years under 
the direction of Oscar Hammcrstein. 

Now Madame Donalda has retired from singing, 
but most certainly not from opera, for she is the 
President of the Opera Guild Incorporated, which 
is to present Madame Butterfly at His Majesty's 
Theatre on Wednesday and Thursday this week. 
Madame Donalda founded the Guild in order to af- 
ford a chance to young Canadians to sing in their 
own country, a courageous venture which is meeting 
with deserved success.

This young lady, 
Simone Flibotte, will sing the Important role of 
Suiuki Marguerite Piazza will star as Butterfly, with 
the brilliant young American tenor, John Brooks'

LIFE OF COMPOSER 
IN FRENCH MOVIE 



La Symphonie Fantasque, now showing at the 
Cinema de Paris, exemplifies the French art of movie 
making, but unhappily suffers from an over-roman- 
tic interpretation of the life ot that tempestuous 
French composer, Hector Berlioz. • The foreword to 
the film' explains that it is merely a poetic concept 
of Berlioz's life, and with ihe substitution of fiction 
for truth, he Is presented most sympathetically, 
whereas his Irish wife, the unhappy Harriet Smith 
son, Is portrayed as a shrew. This, to me, is un 
fortunate and smacks of narrow nationalism, patent 
it\ Hollywood biographies. 

x Notwithstanding, the film is delightfully enter 
talning, and Jean-Louis Barrault as Berlioz not only 
physically • resembles the composer, but also Con 
veys much of the mental torment which accompanied 
his whole life. Renee St. Cyr is a lovely and delicate 
Marie, while Gilbert Gil makes of Antoine a friend, 
both lovable and a little pathetic. The meeting of 
Berlioz and Paganinl is quite exquisitely enacted, 
and the reunion with his son avoids any suggestion 
of pathos. To all lovers of cinema art, this Is a film 
to be seen, although I would appeal to the manage- 
ment to improve the sound reproduction, which de- 
tracts from the listener's enjoyment of the many 
'excerpts from the composer's work. B. S.

Meet Your Faculty — 

Prof. A.H.S. Gillson

To most students at Dawson Col- 
lege, Professor Glllson is a famil- 
iar figure; many a student veteran, 
"sweating out" an ^evening study 
in his dormitory has looked up 
from his books to find the Vice- 
Principal of the College walking 
Into the barracks, to see for him-, 
self that no complaints or prob- 
lems from the students under his 
charge would go ■ unheeded. Many 
of these veterans may have won- 
dered at his awareness of their 
problems, but it is not surprising 
in the light of the fact that Pro- 
fessor Gillson is himself a veteran 
of two World Wars. 

In 1914, Professor Gillson joined 
the Royal Navy, in which he serv- 
ed as an Instructor Lieutenant, on 
various ships, until his resigna- 
tion from the service in 1920, 
when he came to McGill. In World 
War II, Professor Gillson iwas with 
the R.C.A.F. from 1039 to 1944, as 
an- instructor in Air Navigation, 
being in charge of the Navigation 
Visiting Flight under the Com- 
monwealth Air Training Scheme. 
Thus, at the close of hostilities, 
he was peculiarly well qualified to 
take over the organization of an 
institution such as Dawson College. 

Although he Is a specialist in Ap- 
plied Mathematics, Professor GUI- 
son takes an informed interest in 
Music and Painting, and is a firm 
believer in the Humanities in Uni- 
versity Education; he studied. Art 
at the Slade Schol of Art in London, 
before attending Cambridge, where 
he graduated with the Tyson Gold 



Medal for Astronomy. He Is also 
Chairman of the Quebec Region of 
the Federation of Canadian Artists. 

With all these varied interests, 
Professor Gillson still has time to

interest himself In undergraduate 
activities, both at Dawson, and. at 
McGill.* For these reasons, Profes- 
sor Gillson has been asked to act 
as chairman of the first of the 
"Gen Nite" series on Thursday 
night ot this week. At this time, 
students will have an opportunity 
to avail themselves of Professor 
Glllson's wide range of experience 
and interest, and "Meet their Fa- 
culty" In person. .

Dear Sir,— 

A casual glance at letters and 
political comments submitted to 
The Daily during the past term 
would indicate that McGill , is full 
of dissatisfied veterans, a natural 
enough result of the inclination of 
people to write only when annoyed. 

However, a closer examination 
reveals' that the names of only a 
very few Individuals are repeat- 
edly associated with these "gripes," 
and are frequently ones connected 
with the local L-P.P. club and the 
recently inaugurated Marxist 
School. 

Marx advocated fostering discon- 
tent in order to pave the way for 
"revolutionary terrorism" (Marx's 
words) by a disciplined and faith- 
ful minority. 

A "political comment" of Dec. 
18th states that "we remember . . . 
the fine promises that were pump- 
ed at us . . . overseas", and suggests 
that an attempt might be made "for 
the government to wriggle out of 
its promises and commitments". 

Unfulfilled promises were not 
"pumped" at us. We were given an 
opportunity to study the rehabili- 
tation programme, and tno benefits 
for which we found ourselves eligi- 
ble far surpassed our expectations. 
Simple t arithmetic indicated that 
we couldn't live in luxury on 
$60.00, but our tuition was to. be 
paid, and we had enough faith in 
ourselves to be willing to invest 
what savings we had In our future, 
believing a sound education to be 
the best Investment possible. This 
investment in ourselves would be 
impossible without the generous 
help we are getting— help which 
has not deviated in any way from 
that promised. 

We would not be human If we 
refused to accept any money given 
us, but some' people seem to for- 
get that the government cannot 
conjure money out of thin air. 
It would benefit us far more In 



the long run to have taxes reduced 
—taxes we all pay, directly and in- 
directly. 

We do agree that a man unable 
to continue his training should be 
helped, but do not consider that 
this help requires an across the 
board raise. 

Since delegates to the national 
conference voice strong approval 
of this policy before being elected, 
our executive is justified in feeling 
that a change of opinion has oc- 
curred in the Society. This does 
not detract from the spirit of that 
part of the policy which Indicated 
a determination to fight for help 
for needy veterans. In fact the 
policy approved on Oct. 29th has 
been ably carried out We thank 
the executive, and express complete 
confidence in its handling of a 
thankless task.

At the Hermitage this evening 
the Little Symphony of Montreal, 
under Bernard Naylor's direction, 
will give a program of music by 
Handel, Haydn, Mozart, Schubert 
and Purcell.

Y«ung Quebec Wants a Better Life. 

There has been much unrealistic 
talk lately by people in high places 
about Canadian unity. Unrealistic, 
not because the unity of the Cana- 
dian people, and the dissolution of 
prejudices and unreasoning hatreds 
Is not a desirable thing, but be- 
cause the speeches In question fail 
to get to the real root, of the prob- 
lem. The main cause of disunity 
la the fact that hundreds of thou- 
sands of Canadians are unjustly 
condemned to poor health, econ- 
omic Insecurity, low wages and 
living standards in a country 
whose tremendous wealth and pro- 
ductive resources make all these 
things unnecessary. 

In many of these fields the prov- 
ince of Quebec has the doubtful 
honor of being a particularly de- 
pressed area. This is particularly 
so in contrast with the neighbour- 
ing industrial province of Ontario. 
Quebec has fewer schools, almost 
no public libraries, a tremendous 
lack of recreational facilities for 
y'outh, and lower standards of 
wages and' working conditions than 
Ontario. In brief 1 , there is in our 
province every excuse and provoca- 
tion for feelings of resentment, dis- 
unity and prejudice. The youth of 
Quebec are the worst victims of 
these conditions. 

The minimum wage in Quebec 
is 26 cents an hour. $10.40 for a 
forty hour week. Tens of thous- 
ands of young people are em- 
ployéd in dead-end jobs paying 
starvation wages of 28 to 45 cents 
an hour. They are forced to 
accept such employment because 
they are. untrained, have no skill 
or craft. In Montreal for example 
there Is only one technical high 
school. 

The textile Industry, long notori- 
ous for its starvation wages and 
inhuman working conditions • (s 
typical of Quebec. Pre-war starting 
rate for child labor was 16 cents 
an hour. After years of bitter strug- 
gle the union has raised that to 
35 cents. The plants are dirty, 
dusty and damp. The temperature 
Is often as high as 100 degrees. 
Only the bitterest trade union bat- 
ties were able to win increases, 
better working conditions and 
shorter hours from the textile bar 
ons supported by Duplcssls. To 
day the leaders of the textile un 
ion lace terms of Imprisonment 
as a result of their participation 
in the recent victorious strike at 
Valleyfleld. 

Low wages, speed-up, fatigue, no 
recreation, little training and in- 
security results in disease and 
broken bodies. Quebec is notorious 
throughout the' world for Its high 
infant mortality and T.B. rates. In 
1944 in Quebec 842 children died of 
pneumonia as against 329 in On

The Quebec section of the Fed- 
eration ot Labor Youth has under- 
taken a provincial campaign which 
is a practical example of the cor- 
rect way to build Canadian unity.
